The territory of the Wainwright Hospital District has been establish- 
and roughly includes> township 41, range 1, 2 and 3 west of the 4th, all 
of Municipal District 421, all of that portion of township 43 in ranges 1, 
2 and 3 west of the 4th meridian, south of the river, township -41 and 
42 in range 4 and 5, township 43 in ranges 4, 5 and 6, all of Municipal 
District 422, all of that portion of township 47, ranges 4, 5 and 6, south- 
of the river, west 4th, township 44, range 7, township 45, range 7, 8 
and 9, townships 45 and 46, range 10, township 47, range 10 and the 
town of Wainwright. The board was appointed as follows: Municipal 
District No. 391, John Proskosch, Sulphur Springs; all of M. D. No. 
421, M. J. Nicholson, Ribstone; M.D. No. 451, N. Sharf, Sedeup; M. 
D. No. 392, C. S. Hines Edgerton; all of M. D. No. 422, F. H. Bailey, 
Hope Valley; M. D. 452, H. H. Green, Auburndale; M.D. 4238, J. G. 
Clark, Clark Manor; M. D. 424, J. W. Wyatt, Irma; M.D. 454, F. W. 
Townsend, Kinsella; Town of Wainwright, H. V. Fieldhouse, Wain- 
wright. 

The first meeting of the Board was on July 30th at 7 30 P.M., at 
Wainwright in the Town Hall. H. V- Fieldhouse was the convener 
and the full board was present. The first business was the appointing 
of H. V. Fieldhouse chairman and H. Y. Pawling, secretary pro tem. 
Mr. Whiston of the provincial health department, who was present, was 
asked to give the board some information as to the necessary procedure 
and in.agry able manner gave the board figures and estimates of 
other hospitals that are being operated in the Province of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta as to the revenue and cost of hospitals. 

The hoard then discussed the district pro and_con and the un- 
animous decision was to approve of the district as formed and that noth- 
ing’ should be done to kill the district and no scheme proposed that 
would not meet the approval of the ratepayers and have the common 
support of the Board. It was finally moved by J. G. Clark that we 
butid one fully equipped hospital at Wainwright and two or more cot- 
tage hospitals as adjuncts to the Wainwright hospital and after some dis- 
cussion the resolution was passed unanimously by the board as they 


‘believed that this would give the district the very best of hospital ser- 


vice at a minimum cost. ;

Germany’s Labor Army 


tary Authorities Lay

“Our growing labor army,” is, the 
description applied by the Huns to 
their prisoners of war. According 
to a communique in thé latest Ber- 
lin papers, Germany and her vassals 
between them .now hold 3,575,000 
prisoners, For the first time the Ger- 
man military authorities lay stress on 
the supreme value of their prisoners 
as man-power for industry and agri- 
culture.

Contains More Protein, Pound for 
Pound, Than Do Most Meats 


_As a means of conserving meat 
supplies for shipment ‘abroad the 
United States government is carry- 
ing on a propaganda for the encour- 
agement of the making and _ con- 
sumption of “cottage cheesé,” which 
is made from skim- milk. This 
cheese contairls more of protein, 
pound for pound, than do most 
meats. A gallon of milk will, it is 
said, make about a pound and a half 
of cheese. 

Another niost: nutritious and” ap- 
petizing food is in the form of what 
is commonly known as “Dutch 
cheese.” No special equipment is 
called for in this case, and the 
cheese can be made in any home. 
Skim milk is allowed to sour, the 
whey is drained off through a col- 
lander, and a little butter, salt and 
pepper are added to the curds, which 
are then ready to serve. “Ehe cheese 
is cooling, palatable and body-build- 
ing—an excellent addition to the 
evening meal.

The Whole Subject of Thundet- 
storms Is Very Obscure 

July and ‘August are the favorite 
months for thunder. This may be 
because by the beginning of the 
month a considerable amount of heat | 
has. been accumulated. In the play 
between the colder air above and 


the heat of the earth beneath, an ex- | 
tra amount of électricity is generat- | 
ed. This added to. the quantity | 
which always exists th the earth and | 
sky, provides the materials for a | 
combat, between these great but lit} 
tle-yinderstood forees which find their 
lodgment in the clouds, and’ onv. the 
earth. When the two sources ¢ are 
overcharged ‘there is a collision be- 
tween them. The whole subject of 
thunderstorms, however, is very ob- 
scure, 

Sir Oliyer Lodge not long ago pro- 
posed to control the weather by tak- 
ing advantage of the existence of 
these two electrical forces in the air. 
He said that by sending up a_ kite 
charged’ with positive electricity it 
would be possible to produce dry 
weather; a kite chafged with nega- 
tive electricity would bring forth 
rain, This, however, has not been 
done yet, and rain, like thunder and 
lightning, remain a mystery. 

_What is thunder?) What is light- 
ning? How are they produced? What 
precisely are their. dangers and how 
may these be avoided? 

When, owing to various causes, 
some by means clear, the clouds. be- 
come saturated with electricity, they 


must discharge the over-plus some- 
how. So they let it out on the por- 
tion of the earth’s surface imme- 


diately below them. The cloud’s elec- 
tricity is of the positive sort; the 
earth’s negative. The two come into 
conflict with a loud explosion, ac- 
companied by the flash which we call 
lightning. 

There are three kinds of lightning, 
forked lightning, sheet lightning, and 
fireballs, or globular lightning. Fork- | 
ed lightning, of the familiar zig-zag | 
form is caused by the flash encount- 
ering different currents of air, which 
offer various degrees of resistance. 
If you move a stick through the wat- 
er of a swiftly running stream, you 
will find. it difficult to make the stick 
describe a straight-line; it will slip 
aside and waver here and there. 
Lightning does the same thing as ‘it 
descends through the air. Sheet 
lightning is the illumination of a 
large part of the sky by a storm 
some distance away. In that case 
you hear no thunder. and the light- 
ning is quite harmless. On fine, 
summer nights you. will often see 
magnificent exhibitions of - sheet 
lightning. The whole neighborhood 
is brilliantly lit, and for an instant 
the houses and trees acquire a 
strange, weird distinctness.. Globular 
lightning is very uncommon, ° fortu- 
nately, for it is extremely dangerous. 

The terrific noise we. call thunder 
is due to violent motions of the air. 
When great heat has been generated 
by the electricity all the colder air 
inthe neighborhood rushes to the 
Place in furious currents, making a 
vast commotion. Sometimes, indeed, 
two thunderstorms may be found go- 
ing on at once. The thunder is, of 
course, perfectly harmless; it is the 
lightning that does the. damage. 

When out of doors you are over- 
taken by a thunderstorm, with heavy 
rain, it is, of course, natural to seek 
shelter. It may be that the nearest 
shelter is a tree, and you rush for 
that. This, however, is a very dan- 
erous refuge. The negative elec- 
tricity of the earth is apt to accum- 
ulate round the top of the tree, and 
when the positive charge in the cloud 
comes down to meet-the negatiye 
charge the former will make for the 
earth by the nearest path—possibly 
the tree. The ‘tree, however, is not 
such a good conductor of lightning 
as you are, and the lightning may 
very well make its path to the earth 
through you. Far better to stay out 
in the open and get wet than seek 
shelter under. a tree. Curiously 
enough, however, a wood is a safe 
place in which to -shelter, provided 
you keep,a few feet away from the 
trunk of the nearest tree. An um- 
brella is a dangerous ‘thing to have 
in one’s hands, because the steel is 
a good ‘conductor of electricity. <A 
cyclist is in considerable danger, and 
even a golfer may find that his clubs 
lead to catastrophe. — Montreal 
Family Herald.
